DEFENCE-IN-DEPTH system 
of the eastern and southern 
coasts of England is a mar¬ 
vel of military skill and 
efficiency. From the barbed 
wire and machine-gun nests 
on the beaches, a zone ex¬ 
tends back for 20 miles 
filled with tank traps, con¬ 
cealed artillery and pill¬ 
boxes, making a fine web¬ 
like mesh. Regular army is 
given the task of defending 
this zone, as well os the 
key airports and harbors, 
and they are ably reinforced 
by Empire troops latest 
Conadian contingent to land 
is bolstering the defence 
at a port in northern Eng¬ 
land. Any enemy, however, 
that did succeed in break¬ 
ing the sea-line would find a 
million and a quarter home 
guard volunteers ready to 
defend the gaps, in farm¬ 
lands and moorlands. Many 
of the home guards are older 
men, with a hard core of 
veterans of the first ,world 
war, all keen for a crack 
at the invaders. Duty of 
the home guards is to patrol 
roads, delay advance of an 
invading army, and assist 
the regular army in guard¬ 
ing vital posts. Often a 
home guard's watch is lone¬ 
ly and silent, but in his 
hands the loopholes are safe. 
In addition, many highway 
blocks hove been cleared 
to make for greater mobil¬ 
ity of troops, to enable de¬ 
fenders to rush to any spot
